OUR MISSIONARIES ON THE FOREIGN FIELD 


Foreign missionaries of the Swedish Baptists of America in 
cooperation with the American Baptist Foreign Mission Societies 
are working in eighteen different stations in the seven following 
countries: Burma, India, Assam, China, Japan, Africa and the 
Philippine Islands. The range of their activities covers practically 
all varieties of missionary effort as conducted in foreign lands, in- 
cluding evangelistic and pastoral duties, the translation of the 
Scriptures, the writing of text books, hymns, tracts, etc., medical 
work as physicians and nurses, as well as educational work in kinder- 
gartens, Bible training schools and higher educational institutions. 
In the prosecution of their varied tasks among the many people 
where they work the use of thirteen different languages and dialects 
is required, thus indicating the wide extent of their activity.

Of those who have been on the foreign field fourteen have re- 
signed, three have died and thirty are today in active service, making 
a total of forty-seven. Of these sixteen have gone out from Minne- 
sota; eight from Illinois; eight from Nebraska; three from New 
York; two from Michigan; two from Kansas; one from Maine; one 
from Wisconsin; one from Massachusetts; one from Oregon and 
four from Sweden.
